NIUCHWANG’S ABANDONMENT 
ONLY QUESTION OF TIME 

Hai-Cheng, north of Niuchwang, is al- 
ready reported to haye been evacuated, 
but there is nothing official on this point. 
The Russian garrison stlll remains at 
Niuchwang, but the abandonment of that 
place is only considered to be a question 
of days. 

The army organ assumes that the Rus- 
Sians are retiring on Liao-Yang, lear- 
ing ‘‘temporarily’’ the defense of Port 
Arthur td the naval squadron and gar- 
rison. The organ also aswumes that the 
Japanese have already landed at Taku- 
shan, west of the Yalu river, thus as- 
suring a junction between Kuroki’s army 
and the Japanese forces on the penin- 
sula. The army organ thinks the force 
disembarked at Takushan is probably 
part of the third army. ‘“‘concerning the 
mobilization of which the Japanese have 
sedulously spread milsleading re- 
ports.” It commends the retirement 
from Feng-Wang-Cheng, which {tt con- 
siders to be one of strategical import- 
ance. There is absence of official in-

The report of the appearance of the 
enemy at Kwan Tien-Sien on the Mukden 
road from the Yalu causes some dis- 
quietude.

Only small detachments of infantry and 
cavalry then appeared, but it is possible 
that they were a band of skirmishers of 
General Kuroki’s fourth division, who 
were sent rorthwartd to protect the Jap- 
anese right flank.

President of Trinity College 
| Delivered Fraternal 
Address, 


Los Angeles, Cal., May 10.—Addresseg 
from fraternal delegates to the Methodist 
general conference was the order today at 
the morning session, at which Bishop J. 
H. Vincent, of Zurich, Switzerland, pre- 
sided. Among the speakers was Rev. J. 
C. Kilgo, D.D., Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, president of Durham col- 
lege, Durham, N. C. These addresses 
occupied the entire morning session. 

The report of the book committee is in 
the hands of the delegates in pamphlet 
form. It is the detailed report of the 
business transacted by the book con- 
cerns during the past quadriennium and 
of the various kinds under the super- 
vision of that committee.

INCREASE IN BEET SUGAR. 


Report on Progress of Industry Is- 
sued by Census Bureau. 
Washington, May !0.—A report on the 
Progress of the beet sugar industry in 
1903, ‘prepared by @&he department of 
agriculture, shows there has been an in- 
crease in the number of ;beet sugar fac- 
tories in the United States from forty- 
three at the close of 1902 to fifty-six at 

the beginning of 1904. 

According to the report the sugar beet 
crop of 1903 amounted to a Iittle more 
than 2,000,000 tons harvested from 242,- 
576 acres, the average yield being about 
814 tons to the acre. * 

The prices received for beets ranged 
from $4.50 to $5.60 per ton, the average 
being nearly $5. The average gross re- 
turns were $42.50 per acre. The esti- 
mated cost of growing beets by irrigation 
is $40 per acre and in sections where ir- 
rigation is not necessary $30. In some 
of the sugar beet areas the returns farm 
very much higher than this general aver- 
age. Many farmers have cleared from $20 


ta $50 per acre 

The amount of sugar made from the 
beet crop of 1903 was 240,604 tons, as 
compared with 218,405 tons from the 
crop of 1902 and !84,605 tons from that 


of 1901.

A Timely Word of Warning. 

Former Senator Tom Carter, chair- 
man of the national commission of the 
Louisiana purchase exposition, has 
caused a howl to go up in St. Louis) 
by entering his strong protest against 
the tendency toward extortion on the 
part of some of the hotel keepers of 
the exposition city. He is quoted as 
specifically charging that $10 a day 
has been exacted by some landlords 
for a single room, without meals, 
despite the fact that there has, as yet, 
been no strain upon the city’s hotel 
resources. 

Such talx from Senator Carter is cal- 
culated to make him exceedingly un- 
popular in St. Louis-hotel circles, but. 
if his expose of conditions serve as a‘ 
warning to them and results in bring- 
ing prices down toa sensible basis, he 
will have done not only the exposition, 
but the hotel ke@pers themselves the 
greatest possible service. 

If the St. Louis Hotel keepers, either 
as individuals or in any combination, 
are going to charge exorbitant prices 
to @xpOsition visitors, the outsde at- 
tendance will be very materially af- 
fected. We do not know how it may 
be in the territory within easier reach 
of St. Louis, but it is a fact that in 
other parts of the country there exists 
no very large amount of enthusiasm 
over this St. Pbuis exposition; and 
the managers of the affair will find 
themselves sorely disappointed in 
their attendance anticipations if the 
idea becomés prevalent that visitors 
to St. Louis run the risk of being rob- 
bed by the hotel keepers or anybody 
else. 

The people of the country at large 
have a right to expect from President 
Francis and his associates tangible 
Suarantees of fair treatment if they 
so to St. Louis. The government of 
tne United States has been more lib- 
eral in its aid to this exposition than 
it ever has been to any similar enter- 
prise. The government’s appropria- 
tions have been made largely on the 
theory that such an exposition, prop- 
erly conducted, would be a powerful 
influence for the education of the. 
masses. But the mages are not going 
to go to St. Lotis if they are to be 
charged $10.a head for the privilege 


of sleeping orp night in some hotel 


keeper’s bed. And the masses have 


rights which should be heeded. 


AS we see it, Senator Carter has 


done nothing more than his plain duty 


in exposing this kind of extortion.

Is Quay to Retire? 

The early retirement of Senator 
Matt Quay from public life is indicat- 
ed by some recé€nt developments 
which because of the prominence of 
the man himself, have an importance 
beyond the confines of Pennsylvania. 

For one thing, Senator Quay is re- 
ported to have been sounding his po- 
litical lieutenants with a view to ascer- 
taining their opinions concerning the 
transfer of the senatorial crown from 
his own head to that of his son. The 
son has played no important part in 
politics as yet; but inasmuch as old 
Simon Cameron, Quay’s most distin- 
guished predecessor in the role of 
boss of Pennsylvania, was able to 
name his son Don as his successor jn 
the senate, the present boss seés no 
reaon why he should not be able to 
turn the same trick. 

An interesting incident which re. 
cently happened at the senator’s home 


_in Washington lends additional color 


to the report that he either intends to 


resign, or, like his friends, fears the 


end of his days is in sight. Senator 
Quay is preparing his personal affairs 
after the manner of a man who feels 
that his day’s work is done. 

It has been one of the Pennsylva- 
nian’s proudest boasts that the 
blood of the old Delaware chief- 
tains courses through his _ veins. 
He figures out about  one-twbn- 
tieth Indian blood, but this rela- 
tionship has been sufficient to cause 
him to stand sponsor for the rights of 
all Indians ever since he éntered pub- 
lic life. Whatever criticisms may have 
been aimed at him by his politica] en- 
emies, both in his own and in the dem- 
ocratic party, there are none familiar 
with his career who do not give him 
full credit for his earnest interest in 
the welfare of the Indians. There is 
probably no other man in the United 
States, certainly no other man in pub- 
lic life, who has made such a study of 
Indian history and Indian lore. 

With the view of leaving behind him

| something indicative of this interest 


in the aboriginal inhabitants of his 
country, Senator Quay has just had a 
series of photographs of himself made 
in the costume of a Delaware chief- 
tain., These photographs, showing 
him in a variety of poses character- 
istic of the Delawares, he intends not 
only as mementos to the different In- 
dian tribes, but espectally as heir- 
looms to be left to his family and 
friends. 

This was no passing fancy on his 
part—no mere effort to do something 
bizarre—but was born of a serious de- 
sire that there should remain with 
those wards of the nation some tangi- 
ble evidence of his affiliations with 
them and interest in their affairs. The 
spirit inspiring the act, rather than the 
act itself, gives it special significance. 
The old political chieftain feels that he 
stands near the entrance to the happy 
hunting grounds of his aboriginal an- 
cestors, and is making ready for the 
journey. 


Now Dig! 

Now, that the $40,000,000 has been 
paid to the Panama Canal Company 
for its property ‘and rights on the isth- 
mus, the. Republic of Panama, having 
at the same time been paid the amount 
provided in the treaty, the necessary 
preliminaries have all been attended 
to, and the Panama transaction is com- 
pleted. 

Nothing now remains but to go 
ahead with the digging of the great 
waterway. 

The announcement that the work of 
the Panama canal commission is to be 
done through the war department will 
meet the approval of everybody famil- 
iar with the inside workings of the 
governmental machinery. It is man- 
ifestly impossible for the president— 
this president or his successor—to give 
to the work of canal construction that 
supervision which must be given it in 
order to insure thoroughness and in- 
tegrity. If the canal commission, 
which is in a sense an irresponsible 
body—though, of course, this does not 
imply that it is made up of irresponsi- 


ble men—were to be supreme, the pos- 


sibilities of extravagance, if not some- 
thing worse, would be great. If, how- 
ever, the work of the body is to be 
done as an adjunct to, and in a sense 
a part of, the war department, it will 
fit into the already constructed ma- 
chinery of the government in a way to 
insure not only the absence of friction 
growing out of questions of authority, 
but the absolute integrity of adminis- 
tration. 

This will be particularly true if the 
commission’s work is made a part cf 
that done by the corps of engineers. 
That is where it properly belongs. The 
engineers have charge of all great pub 
lic improvements of the government, 
and the corps is made up of some of 
the ablest men who have been edu- 
cated at West Point. 

Beyond the question of ability, how- 
ever, lies that of integrity. The Amer- 
ican people expect that there shall be 
no repetition of the scandals which 
hovered over the isthmus during the 
days of French administration. The 
history of the engineer corps insures 
absolute honesty in administration and 
supervision of the work of construc- 
tion, and that is what the people have 
a Tight to expect. 


Race Suicide. 

The esteemed Chicago Journal dips 
its oar into the raging sea of race 
suicide controversy and says some- 
thing. We quote: 

Race suicide means, of course, a les- 
esening of the number of children Lorn to 
a race. No woman, it is declared, can 
do her own housework and raise 2 fam- 
ily. Twenty-five dollars a week is not 
enough upon which to support a family, 
and, in Chicago, including the districts 
of extremest poverty, the average in- 
come of a family is but $14. How can a 
home bé képt and children raised on such 
an income as that? 

A convincing explanation, 
Who can doubt its soundness? 

Let us visit one of the homes where 
the income is only $14 a week. What 
do we find there? A buxom woman, 
Mrs, Rafferty; cheap furniture and a 
half dozen healthy children. They are 
happy. <A visit to a residence on the 
Lake Shore drive is a natural sequence. 
There is luxury; the mistress never 
works, of course, but is quite fond of 
her single child—whenever she 1s at 
home. 

There you have jit—the {wo ex- 
tremes. Nothing else than race suj- 
cide is expected along the Lake Shore 
drive, but Mrs. Rafferty is doing her 
part toward replenishing her neck of 
the earth. It is the “middle class”— 
the great preponderant force in Amer.- 
ican life and affairs—that must be de- 
pended on to maintain the population 
equilibrium, if the United States are 
to maintain their Americanism uncon- 
taminated. 


tre very many of the women who, 
socially, are between my lady of the 
Lake Shore drive and Mrs. ‘hathies 
are not doing their patriotic duty in 
this particular. Far from it, they are 
doing their best to emulate my lady of 
the Lake Shore drive—and why? 

The answer is in one word—selfisn- 
ness. Motherhood is, above all else, 
unselfishness. So far as the superfi- 
cial, glittering world of seeing and 
being seen is concerned, the wife who 
accepts maternity accepts self-obliter- 
ation and social death, in a sense. To 
this add self-denial, for clothes for 
the children means fewer clothes, as 
well as curtailed liberty, for the wife 
and mother. It also means, perhaps, a 
plainer menu, no jewelry, no bonbons, 
no matinees. 

The average American woman of 
the “middie class” is up in arms 
against any such matrimonial pro- 
gramme, and ber husband quite con. 
curs with her. The race may go hang. 
The clothes, the menu, the jewelry, 
the bonbons and the matiness must 
come up, or—dire consequence! —the 
divorce court yawns for ’em. 

This, in an abstract way. is the 
milk in the race suicide cocoanut. 
The. people of the middle classes, who, 
for all their superior culture and 
vastly superior tastes, have but slight- 
ly larger domestic budget than the 
Rafferty family, are not willing to 
make the sacrifices of the Raffertys 
at the éxpensé of their minds, bodies 
andegocial diversions.

Atlanta’s Growth and Freight Rates. 

Eaitor Constitution: In looking over the 
new edition of that interesting brochure, 
“Atianta, a Twentieth’ Oentury City.” 
just issued by the Atianta Chamber of 
Commerce, I was struck by the remark- 
able corroboration found therein of the 
charges that thé railroads are ‘“‘hamper- 
ing, handicapping, choking, squeezing 
and stMiing” this pearl of the Piedmont 
escarpment, this lustrious gem of the 
foothills. 

I read with amazement that the capi- 
tal invested in Atlanta manufactures has 
increased only a pitiful 275 per cent in 
the iast fourteen years, and but @ miser- 
able 58 per Cent in the last four yearTs— 
1414 per cent a year. : 

That the mumber of wage earners in 
these manufacturing industries has 
Scarcely doubled since 1890, and has 
grown but an insignificant 63 per cent 
since 4900—I6 per cent a year. 

That the products of these manufac- 
tures have increased but a mere 123 per 
cent in value in fourteen years, ané but 
a petty 73 per cent in ths four years 
since 1900—]M per cent a year. 

Atlanta’s bank deposits were @ full six 
years in doubling. Her bank clearings 
have increased but a scant $50,000,000 
since 1900, and have gained but a paltry 
$71,000,000, or only just doubled in six 
years. 

The business of Atlanta’s postoffice has 
made ‘but the insignificant growth of 
€318,000,000, or only 200 per cent in 
thirteen years. 

Incredible as it may seem, it actually 
takes six or seven long years for the 
business of our postoffice to double. 

And the tax digest, with incomplete 
returns, shows an increase of only $2,- 
000,000, or 3.44 per cent in the past year. 

Our population gained but a trifling 
3714 per cent in the decade between 1890 
and 1900, a higher per cent, it is true, 
than that of any other city east of the 
Mississippi with two or three exceptions, 
but mevertheless, we are dying, Egypt, 
dying. Our city’s population is bound- 
ing forward at a rate scarcely more than 
a trivial 4,000 a year, a deplorable condi- 
tion, due undoubtedly to the fact that 
gentile, tlmid, modest, shrinking, helpless, 
hapless Atlanta is like

Atlanta, chained like

Ro.ation of Judges. 

Editor Constitution: The ‘publlc mind 
in Georgia just now seems td be turned 
largely upon the question as to how our 
judges should be chosen, an@ there seems 
to be great unanimity of opinion that 
they should not be elected by the peo- 
ple. In my opinion this evil would be 
greatly lessened, if not entirely ramedied, 
by the rotation system in vogue in both 
the Carolinas. 

This system has many.excellencies to 
command it, and it ought to be adopted 
in Georgia. It removes the judges from 
too frequent contact with the same peo- 
ple. It lessens the possibility that the 
judge may be influenced by individuals. 
It takes aWay from the judge in large 
degree the power to favor his friends or 
punish his enemies. It gives the people of 
the state the benefit of th supgior ability 
of the best judges. lt tends to secure im- 
partial triala, so essential to the idea) ad- 
ministration of justice, because the judge 
who Hves in the Brunswick circuit 
would know no difference between Mr. 
Jones and Mr. Smith, plaintiff and defen- 
dant, in the county of Muscogee. 

It tends to promote wniformity of prac- 
tice and procedure throughout the stute. 
There is much more difference in this 
respect in the different circuits than one 
might think. 

It tends to keep the judges up to a 
high standard of judicial conduct, each 
aspiring to stand equa] to the best; and it 
promctes respect among the people for 
the law and for the courts, because they 
meet a new judge at each succeding term 
of the court. And there would never 
spring up that famillarity between the 
bench and the people which sometimes 
exists to the detriment of public justice, 
It brings about an avquaintance of the 
bench and bar of the state which cannot 
come from tine present system. 

There would be no trouble about cham- 
bers business. Just let the resident judge 
and the riding judge have concurrent 
jurisdiction of it. Some have suggested 
that the hearing of motions for new 
trials might give trouble under the reta- 
tion system. Georgia's practice needs sim- 
pifying in this regard. Let motions for 
new trials be heard and determined dur- 
ing the term. It is done elsewhere, why 
not in Georgia? The judge is certainly 
better prepared to pass upon such mo- 
tions while all the occurrings of the trial 
are fresh in his mind than after the mat- 
ter has lain dormant for months. But 
even under the present practice I do not 
see any insurmountable obstacle in tne 
way of rotation on this account. The rid- 
Ing judge could appoint « time and place 
in the circuit at the close of each riding 
to hear all motions for new trials not 
previously disposed of. This could hard- 
ly take more than a day or two and 
could work no hardship. 

Increase the salaries of the superior 
court judges and rotate them. Then, i 
my opinion, it will make but little dif- 
ference fiow they are chosen.

That will be the last one this year, a» 
the water board did not provide for more 
than six new fountains this spring. 

A special “committee of the board 
water commissioners, Dr. A. L. Curtis,

drinking fcuntains. Several locations 
were selected yesterday morning and it is 
probable that a final report will be made 
during the next session of the board. 

Sites for Fountains. 

Following are the sites that have 
far been selected: 

Wall street, under the Whitehall 
Viaduct. 

Spring street, between Marietta 
and the railroad tracks. 

Central avenue, between Alabama 
and Waverly place. 

West Peters street, at the intersection 
With Haynes street. 

Central railroad freight yard, near the 
corner of Madison and Hunter e&treets. 

Durinizg the past few years there has 
been complaint in Atlanta becauise of the 
fact that the watering tanks were being 
rentoved, leaving no places where animals 
could obtain a drink of water on hot 
Summer days. 

The fountains had been removed be- 
cause objection was made to them by 
those who had residences near by.

WUITS BUSINESS 


Supreme Court Decides Against 
Ponce de Leon Company, 


Receiving Bets in Georgia and Tele- 
graphing Them to Other Places 
Is Held To Be Gaming—No 
Further Appeal—Fine 
Will Be Paid. 


There will be no more betting on horse 
races in Atlanta or any place near by. 
In fact, there will be no more turf ex- 
changes in Georgia, for the supreme court 
has decided that taking bets In Georgia 
and telegraphing tnem to another place 


is gaming, pure and simple. : 


This decision was reuched yesterday 
morning in the case against the» Ponce 
de Leon Commission Company and that 
company, through its attorneys, Arnold & 
Arnold, has announced that it has gone 
out of business for good. The headquar- 
ters of the commission company, near 
Ponce de Leon and just outside the city 
limits, were closed yesterday and will 
not. reopen. 

Tne legal fight against the turf ex- 
changes has been a long and stubborn 
one. The first case was against Charles 
Jones, who was managing ‘a turf ex- 
change near Ptedmont park. He was 
convicted and fined. Then the Ponce de 
Leon Commission Company started up 
and did business under a new plan and 


one which, it was believed, would evade | 


the law against g’aming. Bets on horse 
races were taken in Fulton county and 
telegraphed to other places where races 
were run. It was claimed that the bets 
were not made in this state, but in the 
states where they were received and con- 
summated. 

Solicitor Hill had the grand jury indict 
the Ponce de Leon Commission Company 
on the charge of gaming, and Charlie 
Jones, the manager, was tried, convicted 
and fined $500 in Judge Roan’s court. 
An appeal was taken to the supreme 
court. Yesterday the supreme court af- 
firmed the decision of the lower court, 
and in tae decision rendered it was stated 
that if money was received in Georgia 


for bets the act constituted gaming, no | 
matter where the bets were placed, and | 


the simple telegraphing of the ‘bets to an- 


other state did not relieve the parties re- | 


ceiving the bets in this state. 
Will Take No More Bets. 


Yesterday afternoon Messrs. Arnold 


cision of tne supreme court ended the 
matter and thiat there would be no at- 
vcempt made to appeal the case to the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

“The company has closed its doors,”’ 
stated Mr. Reuben Arnold, ‘‘and will not 
open again. There is no use to appeal 
any further.” . 

In speaking of the case, Solicitor Hill 
said: 

“I have made as strong a fight as ever 
I made in my life. I knew there was 
a very fine point raised when it was 
claimed taat a bet was made at the place 
where the money was ultimately receiv- 
ed. It méay have been that the alleged 
telegraphing of bets was merely a sham, 
but there was no way to prove it. I 
fought the case on its merits. It required 
a decision of the supreme court to decide 
the matter, and now that we have tuat 
decision the prosecution of any turf ex- 
change in the future will be plain sail- 
ing. I believe that a splendid victory has 
been won for the state and for the peo- 
ple.”’ 

Charlie Jones will have to pay the $500 
fine, wita costs of court, and it is said 
he will do so at once. 

No Pools in Birmingham. 

Montgomery, Ala., May 10.—The su- 
preme court of Alabama today decided 
that pools should not be sold on horse, 
races in Birmingham. It held that a city 
ordinance enacted for the purpose of pre- 
venting the sale of pools was binding and 
effective.

Goverument Report on Winter Wheat 


Washington, May 1!0.—Returns to the 
chief of the bureau of statistics of the 
department of agriculture, made up to 
May |, show the area under’ winter 
Wheat in cultivation on that date to 
have been about 27,083,500 acres. This 
is 4,932,700 acres, or 15.4 per cent less 
than the area sown last fall, and 5,427.- 
000 acres, or 16.7 per cent less than the 
area of winter wheat harvested last 
year. 

For the 27,083,500 acres remainjng un- 
der cultivation, the average condition on 
May !° was 76.5, which is identical with 
that reported on April | for the.entire 
acreage sown. ‘The general condition 
averages reached on May |. 1903, and 
May |, 1902, respectively, were 92.6 and 
76.4, the mean of the May averages of 
the last ten yvears being 84.2. 

The available records of the glepars- 
ment show for no preceding year such 
umiformity of unfavorable conditions for 
these and minur winter crops as ig re- 
ported this month.
